Regarding amended independent claim 1, none of the references, either 
singularly or in combination, teach or suggest to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention the combination of limitations of claim 1 including, -a computer- 
implemented assembly facility including an XML processor configured to apply 
precedence and rules to document content to assemble a requested document and 
configured to be coupled to an origination platform; wherein precedence involves the 
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XML processor identifying two or more matching document components and 
dynamically choosing one of the matching components based on at least one of an 
identity of a party requesting the document and an identity of an ancestor of the party 
requesting the document; wherein the two or more matching document components 
each have a precedence level, and wherein the precedence level of each matching 
document component is determined according to the depth of the matching document 
component in a hierarchical structure;_a knowledge base stored in computer memory 
and configured to be coupled to the assembly facility and to store content in a hierarchy; 
and a content management system configured to be coupled to the knowledge base 
and to support authoring of document content and rules." together. Thus, the limitations 
of claim 1 are considered novel, and unobvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made in view of the prior art of record.
